"qt TAL TAME WATER WORKS, 
Report by the Sureeyor-General on the pr'o- 

gress and present position of the Tytam 

Water Works, 25th Suite, 1884. 
“a,-'The Tytam, Waterworks, though de- 
signed as far back ad 1873, and fully ap- 
proved by the Earl of Catnarvon. in 1877, 
while he was Secretory, of State for the 
Colonies, vere not commonced until 1883, 
Tho final instructions from the Colonial 
Office for the commencement of the works 
are contained in the despatch No, 86 of 
1882. 

2. Tho object of ‘the Tytam Works is to 
increase fourfold tho present deficient wa- 
tor eupply of Victorin by the creation of o 
large artilicial Jake in the Tytam Valley 
from which the: town may be able to draw 
an abundait daily supply of pure water, 
mora especially during the dry. season of 
the yoar—(October to April)—when natural 
sources arg for tho most part diied up, 

3. The-wator in tho old reservoir at Pok- 
foolum aniounting to 74 iillion gallons had 
already beet found inaniticient in 1871 
when Victoria contained only 95,000 inha- 
bitanta,. | At tho presont, time, whon.tho'po- 
pulsation hny increased to 110,000, the inade- 
qnacy of the old reservoir is of course the 
more felt, and the strits ty which the poor 
especially are put for the want of this coin- 
mon nacessary of lifo aro known to be vory 
great, 7 

4.. Brom Pokfoolum and othor minor 
sources the: presont allowance of wator 
amounts to about 4 gallons s day per head 
vf inhabitant, On the completion ‘of the 
new Tytam Watarworks this daily allowance 
will be inereagod to shout 19 gallons a day 
during’ the dry season, while duiiug the 
rainy season of live months, and so long as 
the proposed new reservoir is overflowing,

3. Buch confused notions havo at one 
tire and another’ provailod in rospect of 
possible improvoments to the existing water 
supply, that it may not be out of place hera 
to point out briefly, that no doubt has ever 
at any time existed as to there being’ample 
water during the wot ségson, from the hills 
ubove Victoria to meat the requirements of 
the town during the dry. season, and that 
the only point for consideration in connec- 
tiun with’ an improved water supply’ has 
been—not whether wo could find. wator 
enough,—bot whore wo could tind the best 
and most suitable site for holding the very 
large volume which we have at command 
and which we raquire to store up for use in 
tho dry season. : 

G, There are no valleys above tho town or 
on the mountain slopes overlooking the har- 
bour anywhere near Victoria, where water

SUPREME COURT. 
IN ORIGINAL JURISDICTION, \ 
(Before the Hou J, Russell, Acting Chief 
Tratice, ) 
Thursday, July 3

Mr -H. M. Baily, instructed. by Mri 
Holmes, appeared for the plaintiff, and Dr ; 
Ho Kai, instructed by Mr Dennys, repre- 
sented defendant. 

This action was brought to recover possés- 
sion of a timbor shop, which plaintiff allegos 
the defeitdant bas wrongfully and unlawfully 
deprived him of and also for $8,000 dam- 


ages. From the statements made in the 
petition and by Mr Baily, the plaintiffs 
cose would appear to bo a8 follows, Up till 
April, 1881, plaintiff had been’ a, travelling 
dealer. in timber, doing business in this 
line to s considerable extent. In the ordi- 
nary course of his business he’ came to 
Hongkong, and was introduced by a friend 
to the. defendant, a contractor, who re- 
quested him’ to procure.a quantity of a 
pecoliax kind of wood, After considerable 
hunting in, Fatshan and. various other 
places, plaintiff, mannyod to soeure the 
wood for defendant; and thereafter the par- 
tiea had considerable transactions with each 
other, In July, 2981, defendant suggested 
thut plaintiff should start business on his 
ownaccount, Plaintiif doubted whether he 
iad the funds to do so ‘vr not, but ultimate- 
ly the financial difficulties were overcome, 
and plaintiff started a Timber Yard at No. 
6, Mong Kuk, Yau-ma Ti, under tho name 
of the Hop Chun, with somo quantities of 
wood ho had obtained on credit, Among 
his ereditora was dofendant, who advanced 
him $800 worth ofwood. Tho business mado 
good progress, and in a fow months @ profit 
of $700 was. realised. Shortly’ after the 
business waa started, plaintiff sugyested that 
defendant should take a share ‘to the extent 
of $800 in the concern, and plaintift under- 
atood this arrangement had beun ugreed to, 
but a few months afterwards defendant 
came and. said ho was pressed for money, 
and insisted on being paid the $800 at once, 
In order to satisfy dofendant’s claim, plain- 
tiff arranged that one of the debtors of 
the Hop ‘Chan ehould pay over tho amount 
he was due the firm to defendant in settle 
ment vf the latter claim, and $600 had al- 
ready been paid. On or about the L6th April, 
plaintiff left. his business, and went to his 
native home in the Shun. Tak district, on 
account of his brother's illness, During 
bis temporary absence,. defendant went 
over to Mong Kuk, took possession of the 
shop, and dismissed plaintiff's. empluyds ; 
and, ‘when plaintiif himsolf roturned, forci- 
bly prevented him from. entering the shop, 
and atill refuses to allow plointiffto re-entor 


into possession of the pronuses. By reason 
theroof plaintiff bug lost his trode and 
custom, and has been put to considerable 
Joss and inconvenience. He. therefore 


prays that defendant be, ordered to deliver | 


up possession of the sail premises, and to 
he ordered to pay $5,000, y 

Defendant denicd .all the allegations 
made by the plaintiff, claimed that the 
premiscs were his own, aud alleged that 
he employed, plaintiff. as. his manager 
in July, 1894, that..in Muy, 1882, 
Jaintiff suddenly and without warning 
fo his employmont, and that when he 
returned he was told fe was no longer 
wanted.
